Mandmept must be to form, the Cana- 
dian Catholics into an almést” compact 
body to support this course. The 
Catholic members of the new Parlia- 
thent are largely influenced by the 
mandment, and io view of a reduced 
majority for the government at Ot- 
tawa, the situation in which Sir John 
will find himself cannot fall to be crit- 
ical, for it will become a question of 
expediency. While the people of 
Manitoba claim the right to manage 
their_own affairs, and protestant elect- 
ors as a rule throughout Canada take 
the same stand, and while the Roman 
Catholic Church holds, on the other 
hand, that the act is in violation of 
the vested and sacred rights, Sir John 
will decide upon the course that will 
expose to him the least possible loss 
of support. Sir John’s friends here 
think he may evade the question by 


referring the constitutionality of the 
act to the Supreme Court.

The 
wheat crops of France and Russia, ac- 
cording to the Standard, are much 
below the average and it says the de- 
ficiency will be at least 20,000,000 
quartérs.

French crop. Germapy. Weel te

Roumania there isa detreare of the 
wheat area and in India there has 
been a bad wheat season. The only 
exception is Hungary, where there are 
better prospects, but it is almost cer- 
tain that the world’s wheat consump- 
tion will exceed the production com- 
puted.

A Rochester Fire.

Rocuester, April 6.—A fire broke 
out about midnight last night in.a 
large frame building occupied as a 
dwelling and stores. The fire started 
in the kitchen of Keene’s residence;

Men may diiler 
in their views of public affairs and 
each be as honest as the oi her.

But no 
good can be accomplished by call- 
ing each other liars and thieves. 
There is a better way to proceed 
“than that. This lecture don’t cost 
anvbody but the publisher a. cent, 
and if it does not contain food for 
thought don’s think of it.

Prof. Mun- 
roe’s theory is that when the letters are 
cut int» the explosive the gases gen- 
erated in the indentations are hurled 
from them as a projectile from a gun.

laid between the gun-cotton and the 
iron, its impress will be left in all the 
certection of outline of the original, 
theuch the article itself is absolutely 
annihilated.

CHAP. LXXVI 


‘ An Act to grant the right of way and 
to provide street railroads within tbe 
town of Reno, Washoe county, State 
of Nevada, : ’ 

Secrion 1. The exclusive right is 
hereby granted to F. G. Newlands, 

William Thomipson, C. T. Bender, T. 
K. Stewart, M. D. Foley, their asso- 
ciates and assigns, to construct, lay 
down and maintain an iron railroad 
track within the town of Reno, 
Washoe county, State of Nevada, in 
and upon any of the streets in said 
town, together with proper and neces- 
sary switches, turn-ou's and turn-ta- 
bles along the entire route, and to run 
cars thereon at all convenient hours of 
every day and night for the transpor- 
tution of passengers and freight; pro: 
vided, that no portion of said track 
shall cross the bridge now known as 
the iron bridge. 

Secr 2. The owners cf said rail- 
roads shall keep those portions of the 
street or streets occupied by the said 
railroad track in good repair, so as not 
to interfere with the passage of per- 
sons or vehicles, and shall pave 
macadamize or plank the aforesai 
portions of said street, asthe proper 
authorities of said town may direct,

Sec. 3. The track of said railroad 
shall not be more than five feet wide 
within the rails; it shall be. laid as 
nearly as possible in the center of the 
street, and flush with the level oi the 
streets, so as to offer as little obstruc- 
tion as possible in the crossing of ve- 
hicles. 

Sec. 4. The cars upon said railroad 
shall be of the most approved con- 
struction for the comfort and conven- 
ience of passengers and the delivery 
of freight, and shall be provided with 
sufficient brakes and other means of 
8.opping the same when required ; they 
shall be moved by horses, mules or 
electric power, and at a speed not ex- 
ceeding eight miles an hour, and in 
case ofa violation of this provision, 
the owners of said railroad shall be 
subject to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars for each offense. 

Sec. 5. Any person wilfully ob- 
structing said railroad shail be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be. pun- 
ished accordingly. 

Sec. 6. The franchise and privilege 
hereby granted shall continue for the 
period of twenty-five years from and 
after the passage of this Act; pro- 
vided,|that the grantees herein named, 
their associates or assigns, shall com- 
mence the construction of said rail- 
road on or before May first, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-three. 

Sec. 7. Nothingin this Act shall 
be so construed as to prevent the 
proper authorities of said, town or 
county from sewering, grading, paving, 
planking, repairing or altering any 
street or streets upon which said _rail- 
road shall run, but ali such work shall 
be done if possible so as not to ob- 
struct the free passage of the cars 
upon said railroad, and when the 
same shall not be possible, the said 
authorities, before the commencement 
of the said work, shall allow the own- 
ers of said railroad time sufficient to 
enable them to shift the rails or’ take 
other means to avoid said obstruc- 
tions, which they, the owners, are 
hereby authorized to do.

SATURDAY NIGHT’S MEETING. - 


Everybedy Has Their Growl and 
Ali Go Home Happy.

Mr, Leete and Commissioner Hy- 
mers crossed swords several times and 
called into service the dignity of the 
As all good 
things come to an end, Mr. Leete’s 
speech was no exception to the rule, 
and it wound up by his offering the 
following resolution : 


Resolved, That it be the sense of 
this meeting that a committee of 
twenty free holders of Washoe county 
be appointed-to look after the faithful 
administration of the county laws and 
county government. 


At this point Mr. Beck teok the 
floot and proceeded to a discussion of 
county affairs generally, durtng which 
he reminded his hearers that there 
were many irregularities iudulged in 
by the Couoty Commissioners in di- 
rect opposition to the laws and said 
that he favored Mr. Leete resolution. 

Mr. Baker asked what the commit- 
tee was to be, a vigilantee committee, 
a tar bucket brigade or a committee of 
safety ? 

Mr. Leete answered the question by 
saying that it was to be a committee 
of respectable free holders whose duty 
it should be to see that no county offi- 
cer violated the law, and carefully 
guard the best interests of the people. 

Continuing, Mr. Baker said that he 
was opposed to anything of the kind; 
that if our county officers committed a 
crimé in the discharge of their official 
duties, it was the business of the 
Grand Jury to indict them and see 
that they were punished. He took 
occasion to question the sincerity 
of Mr. Beck and Mr. Leete, which 
called forth sharp retorts from those 
gentlemen, when the Chairman an- 
nounced that if the speakers indulged 
in any more personalities he would 
vacate the chair. 

The meeting finally adjourned with- 
out bloodsbed, to meet again next Sat- 
urday evening at the safhe time and 
place. So Mr. Leete’s resolution will 
be the first thing under discussion at 


the next meeting. e 


THE UNIVERSITY. 

The New Members of the Board of 
Regents Taking an Active Iater- 
est in the institution. 

Tne Board of Kegents met Saturday, 
with Governor Colcord and Attorney- 
General Torreyson, theynew members 
of the Board being present for the first 
time. Both gentlemen are showing 
considerable interest in the institu-
